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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Spock's lower portion is a trunnion as this is 
where the valve is rotated hence is a trunnion. Making a valve smaller is completely obvious to anyone with skill in the art thus motivation 
is there. Placing a lower trunnion would improve so it does not slip out of the packing is strong motivation and again obvious to anyone 
skilled in the art. Regarding MPEP 2125, this is for measuring distances in the drawings not ratios which are relative to one another. 
Also, these ratios are another obvious feature to anyone skilled in the art. The valve cavity has a reduced diameter which inherently would 
prevent creeping. Spock is live loaded from 46, 48 and 49 together with 42, 40 and 32.. 
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
